ing part in the republican army.” 


DUBLIN, April 9.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.]—The section of the Irish | 
republican army which is opposed to 
the Free State authorities held a sec- 
ond convention in Mansion’ house to-. 
+ is reported that the draft of a new 
constitution for the “ De Valera army” 
and a resolution proposing a military 
dictatorship were discussed. 

The following official report of the 
convention was given out this evening: 

“At the general convention of the 
Irish republican army the number of 
delegates exceeded those attending the 
convention March 26. The temporary 


submitted a constitution, and declara- 
tion of aims, which after discussion 
were unanimously adopted. 


Army Adopts Constitution. 

“The constitution provides certain 
methods for the selection of a per- 
manent executive, and this procedure 
took effect upon the adoption of the 
constitution. The executive elected at 
the previous convention having re- 
signed, a new body was chosen to re- 
place it. Many army matters were 
dealt with.” 

The executive council appointed by 
the convention does not admit that it 
is subject to any existing civil author- 
ity. The Mayo and other county coun- 
cils are reported to be proceeding to 
a revision of the register of voters for 
the next election in accordance with 
the contentions of Eamon de Valera. 


Try to Wreck Collins’ Train. 


WEXFORD, April 9.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.J—In a speech delivered 
here today Michael Collins, head of the 
provisional government, declared that 
unless there was an immediate change 
in the tone and tactics of certain of the 
people, “it looks as if civil war can 
only be averted by a miracle.” 

Mr. Collins added that in such a con- 
tingency there was. little doubt the 
British would return to restore the or- 
der which the Irish would have shown 
themselves unable to preserve. 

Train holdups and attempts to pre- 
vent pro-treaty meetings continued to- 
days. A Dublin train on which Mr. 
‘Collins was supposed to be traveling to 
Wexford found the rails had been 
taken up near Arklow. Armed men pre- 
vented a repair gang from replacing 
the rails. Mr. Collins had foiled his 
opponents by making the trip during 
the night. 


Sees De Valera as Despot. 


The place where the rails were re- 
moved was on a bridge over the river 
Avoca. After they were eventually 
relaid and the train reached Ennis- 
corthy, armed men, who arrived in an 
automobile, kidnaped the engine driver 
so as to prevent the train from reach- 
ing Wexford. 

Thousands of persons attended the 


feeble signs of opposition to Mr. Col- 
lins. He declared that the language of 


a® dangerous despot; that De Valera, 
while posing as a lover of liberty and 
shouting the name of liberty, was 
trampling its form underfoot. 
“The language of our opponents,” 
declared Mr. Collins, “is that of 


Our exist- 
ence is threatened as no enemy from 
the outside has ever had the power 
to threaten it and there is grave danger 
of another period of long agony before 
the country.”

Judges’ Decision Indicates | 
It May Not Stand. |

The principal desire of the 2,000,000 
daily oar riders on the surface lines is 
to know their chances of getting the 
car fare cut from 8 to 6 cents ordered | , 
Saturday by the Illinois commerce com- 
mission for May 1. : 


Some light is thrown on the query 
by Federal Judges Evans, Page and 
Carpenter, who issued the temporary 
injunction against the 6 cent car fare 
order of the commission as confisca- 
tory. In their opinion issued in Jan-} 
vary they said: 

“At this point jf may be well to 
state that the record shows that the 
actual operating expenses of the Chi- 
cago Burface lines, comprising wages, 
taxes and power, amount to more than 
6 cents for every passenger carried.” 
In ¢he commission’s 6 cent fare 
order it officially admits that the taxes 
on the surface lines will be $407,000 
more ‘than last. year, and the commis- 
sion makes allowance for the payment 
of that boost. 


No Statement on Wages. 
Thé commission in its 6 cent fare 


will pay exactly the same for power 
this year as last year—$3,128,792. 

No announcement has been made! 
that wages have been this year below 
those paid last year. In the figures 
of the commission on which its order | 
was based there appears nothing on 
the surface to indicate that the com- 
mission believes wages paid have been 
lowered, although the commission dis- 
tinctly intimated they believe wages 
should be reduced. 

The companies have heretofore post- 
ed in the street cars the excerpt from 
the federal judges’ opinion quoted 
above. This was twice severely criti- 
cized by Attorney Chester E. Cleve- 
land for the city as “ propaganda.”

Back in 1919, when I entered Vilna

Polish educational activities were 
practically interdicted in the Russian 
and German Poland that was, and even 
in Galicia they were encouraged fit- 
fully.

This is partly the result of the inclu- 
sion of the populations in the extreme 
eastern part, where it runs to over 
65 per cent. : 

Problem of Today. 

The problem of today accordingly is 
material and moral. There is the task 
of providing school buildings, and 


equally important a trained teaching 
corps. Fortunately the officials of the 
ministry of education are alive to the 
situation. Doubly fortunately the peo- 
ple, illiterate as well as educated, ap- 
preciate it. Not so long ago the city 
council of Warsaw started to reduce 
the school appropriation. The amount 
sought was really staggering and there 
were many demands. 

It was not that the council was 
unsympathetic, but it figured that it 
could afford to divide the work. What 
happened? Warsaw saw an extraordi- 
nary parade of workmen and work- 
men’s wives, with babies in arm, pro 
fessors, educators, marching’ the 
streets demanding more schools and 
teachers.

“I know graft and corruption in the 
United States and other places,” one 
of the big men in the ofl industry told 
me. “I tell you that everything here 


is just as purchasable as shoes. The

A simple way is to remove 
shell, stand eggs on slices of toast, 
and pour over them a thick white 
sauce. Or the whites may be chopped 
or shredded fine and put in the sauce, 
which is spread over toast and the 
yolks sieved or grated over it.

Much of yesterday’s music was de 
voted to tomorrow’s musicians—exe- 
cutants, not composers. Isabell Yal- 


Kaplan at Kimball hall, both pianists, 
were up to represent what had been 
accomplished in child training and 
what might be hoped in the future. 

In listening to the younger group 
among musicians one is obliged in ad- 
vance to discount the receptiveness of 
children’s minds. Even so, these cases 
were surprising. Miss Yalkovsky is, 
so they say, 14 years old, and has 
done enough to make it possible for 
her to appear with an orchestra. 
Mozart’s Concert Rondo, Mendelssohn's 
G Minor,Concerto, and Liszt’s Spanish 
Rhap were played with orchestra] 
accompaniment, and a long list of 
virtuoso pieces without it. 

In a somewhat simpler program she 
might have been even more astonish- 
ing. As it was, she frequently created 
an effect of breathlessness, a feeling 
of striving for something just beyond 
her reach. But what is well within 
her capabilities is to play many rapid 


aplomb that her elders might envy, 
and carry them along with a dashing 
air of enthusiasm. It was enough. 
> 
Little Miss Kaplan, 8 years old— 
again so they say—of course had not 
gone so far, but would seem to have 
grown up into what she was doing. 
Mozart’s Sonata in C was under way 
when Kimball hall was vfsited, with 
the notes thoroughly under her com- 
mand and a startling manner of good 
musicianship going with them. Wheth- 
er her own ideas had been developed 
to that point, or whether it was the 
imitative mirroring of another mat- 
ters little. It was expressive music. 


The adult musician of the afternoon 
was Clarence Eidam, another pianist, 
at the Playhouse. He gives an annual 
recital in Chicago, and it generally 
manages to be an “interesting one. He 
was heard in some Brahms pieces and | 
the Chopin Sonata that contains the 
famous funeral march. Both compos- 
ers were understood by him to be spir- 
ited, virile writers, far removed from 
sentimentality, and he had the ability 
to transmit and project them in quite 
that mood.
